The school lunch started serving meals at the new 
school on Feb. 11, 1952, and the week of Feb. 2, 1958 
completed 386 weeks, one school year in operation. The 
attendance has been exceptional, practically all of the 
children who do not go home for lunch having partici- 
pated in the lunch program, with an average of 100 
children being served each day. 

A full meal is served at 20c per meal, and your com- 
mittee reports that there is a surplus of $447.30 profit 
from the year’s operation. We have been fortunate 
in receiving a good supply of surplus foods from the 
government program and to have had splendid assist- 
ance from the mothers and other women helpers, who 
have volunteered their services in assisting the cook 
in serving the lunches. The following report of the 
financing of the program is submitted for your infor- 
mation.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR CHERRYFIELD 
Public Health Nursing Service 
January 1 through December 31, 1952 


Action on the pledge from the Mid-century White 
House Conference on Children and Youth, “We will 
protect you against exploitation and undue hazards 
and help you grow in health and strength,” can only 
be accomplished through the cooperation of the people 
on the local level, working together with the children’s 
welfare at heart. 


A good public health program’ should assure every 
child an opportunity to develop to his fullest capacity 
pyhsically, mentally and spiritually. 

With this aim in view, the public health nurse has 
been making visits to your town apportioning the 
greater part of her time to visits in the home. In these 
visits she can help the family in making plans for their 
own health needs such as teaching the prevention of 
disease by seeking early medical and dental care and 
giving them some knowledge of what is considered 
good family nutrition. 

As usual at the request of the family physician, chil- 
dren have been referred to the State special diagnostic 
clinics for recommendations and help in treatment, 
such as Crippled Children, Pediatric, Cardiac and 
Speech Therapy. When it was necessary or requested, 
patients were invited to the Regional Chest X-ray 
Clinic held in Machias. 

The nurse has made visits to the schools for confer- 
ences with the teachers in order to discover health 
problems which, if not remedial, might affect the 
child’s progress in school, such as poor vision or hear- 
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ing. Hearing tests were done with the audiometer. 
When trouble was found, a follow-up visit was made 
to the home. 

In closing, the nurse would like to thank all who have 
contributed in any way to the program activities. To 
carry on the type of program you would like for your 
town, the responsibility cannot all be left to one or two 
persons or groups. All who can should share in its 
activities. The public health nurse will welcome any 
suggestions for developing a better health program 
for 1958.

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A study of preceding schedule indicates that for the 
fiscal year 1952-53 the anticipated credits exceed the 
actual credits by $2,511.41. This difference is a result 
of Cherryfield having been inadvertently listed as a 
Class 2 town, whereas it is definitely a Class 3 town. 

Also, it will show that the actual expense was 
$1,316.37 less than the anticipated expense, and fur- 
thermore the necessary appropriation was $504.08 less 
than the recommended appropriation. 

The amount mentioned in the first paragraph above, 
less the sum of the two amounts mentioned in the sec- 
ond paragraph is the amount of the deficit, $690.96. 

The recommended appropriation for maintenance for 
common schools and tuition for Cherryfield Academy 
for 1953-54 is $17,500, whereas for 1952-53 the sum 
was $9,000. This increase is due largely to the fol- 
lowing conditions: there was a large unexpended bal- 
ance last year, but this year there is a deficit; the an- 
ticipated credits, other than the balance, are much less 
this year than they were for last year; and also, it be- 
comes necessary at this time to make a substantial 
increase in tuition payments to Cherryfield Academy, 
as a result of special State aid to academies having 
been discontinued as of December, 1952. 

It will be noted that the amount recommended for 
Clerk’s salary has been decreased from $1,680 to 
$354.65, also there is no anticipated credit from other 
towns. The reason for this difference is due to a change 
in the method of paying said salary. Previously the 
Town of Cherryfield has paid the full salary in antici- 
pation of being reimbursed by the several towns in 
the Union and also subsidy on the full amount of the 
salary from the State. This method of payment is not 
satisfactory under the new General Purpose Law as 
it tends to cause an unfair distribution due to the 
differences in the percentage classes of the several 
towns. 
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The new General Purpose Law of the Public Laws of 
1951 was intended to serve two purposes, provide a new 
and more simplified method of calculating State Aid 
for towns, and also, make a more equitable distribution 
of funds. It is doubtful if either intent of the law has 
accomplished just what the law makers had expected 
teil, 

The following data appeared in an editorial of the 
Bangor Daily News, February 10, 1953: “Basically 
the method of allocating State funds appears sound. 
(2) The percentages are man-made and should be ad- 
justed after a trial period of use. (8) 135 of the 261 
small towns with a valuation of less than $500,000 
received less educational subsidy from the State in 
1952 than in 1951. (4) 141 of the 230 municipalities 
with a valuation of more than $500,000 received an 
increase in State educational subsidy. (5) The 96th 
Legislature should make an intelligent ppady of, and 
action upon the 1951 law.” 

It is the feeling of the writer that the citizens of 
Cherryfield might be especially concerned with the data 
mentioned above because the Town of Cherryfield, hav- 
ing already received a large decrease in State subsidy 
for education, may possibly be affected by another 10 
per cent decrease in the near future.

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The citizens of Cherryfield should be proud of the 
fact that their elementary pupils are enjoying the 
advantages of a physical plant which is second to none 
in the State. Such an environment is very important 
as one of the necessary factors for the development of 
the ‘‘whole’”’ child. 

However, lest the physical phase become over- 
emphasized, it might be well to review Dr. John Dew- 
ey’s definition of a school: it is as follows, “A school is 
a log with Horace Mann on one end and a boy on the 
other end’—thus Dr. Dewey would have us believe 
that the teacher is the most important factor of an 
educational system. 

The writer is inclined to agree with Dr. Dewey’s 
philosophy. As valuable as a physical plant may be, 
one fact must always be borne in mind, that is, the 
teacher is the real key to any worthwhile educational 
system. 

The teachers at the elementary school ¢ are doing a 
fine job. They need, in order to do the most for the 
students, the help, encouragement, and cooperation of 
the parents, citizens and school administrators. In 
this light, it might be appropriate to suggest an educa- 
tional motto for 1953-54—“Our pupils deserve the best, 
we shall cooperate to give them no less”. 

In closing this, my first report, I wish to thank the 
superintending school committee for its support; the 
teachers for their loyalty; the bus drivers for their 
vigilance; the janitor for his tidiness; the citizens for 
their hospitality; the students for their courtesy; and 
all of the above mentioned for their cooperation.

January 1 through December 31, 1953 


Service given by the public health nurse within the 
several categories the public health nursing service 
covers. 


Tuberculosis:—Home visits were made to instruct 
in nursing care of patient, for making plans and invit- 
ing contacts, or others, who were recommended by 
family physician to Regional X-ray Clinics held in the 
Spring and Fall. 


Maternal and Child Health:—A total of 42 home 
visits were made to expectant mothers, mothers of 
newborn infants, infants and preschool children in 
order to give instructions in nursing care and advise 
medical supervision, and to follow through on health 
problems where mother needed further help. Interest 
in Child Health Conferences came too late. Could 
plans for their organization start early in the spring 
for the coming year? 


School Health:—Visits were made to the schools to 
help the teacher and students in solving individual 
health problems and those pertaining to the school and 
its environment. There were 66 audiometer tests 
made, screening for hearing defects. 


Crippled Children:—Handicapped children, at the 
request of the private physician, were invited to the 
State-sponsored clinics for consultation with specialists 
in Orthopedic Services. 


Adult Health:—Supervision was given adults when- 
ever the need arose. 
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Public health nursing service is not limited to any 
one individual or group, but is maintained for all who 
wish to avail themselves of it. 

The nurse hereby wishes to thank all who contrib- 
uted to the health program. It is only as we work 
together as a team that we can hope to reach a defi- 
nite goal. How about better health and a safer com- 
munity in 1954? 7

Note: Of the $9,240.65 received by the town from 
the State as General Purpose Aid, the sum of approx- 
imately $2,385.00 is received as a result of tuition 
payment to the Academy; therefore, the cost to the 
town for maintaining the Academy would correctly be 
$10,125 - $2,385, or $7,740, and the amount for ele- 
mentary education would be $20,209.72 - $7,740, or 
$12,469.72. 


There is a small deficit of $32.49 for this year in the 
combined accounts for maintenance, supervision, rent 
and insurance. In previous years it has been necessary 
to make special appropriations for supervision, rent 
and insurance; however, since Sections 75 and 206 have 
been amended this practice is now being discontinued. 
Section 206 reads as follows— “‘Amounts received from 
the State for general purpose aid may be expended by 
said towns, in conjunction with such funds as the 
. towns -shall raise and appropriate, for the following 
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purposes in both elementary and secondary schools; 
the payment of teachers’ salaries and board, fuel, jan- 
itor’s services, conveyance cost, school bus purchases, 
tuition, board of pupils, textbooks, reference books, 
school supplies for desk and laboratory use, public 
utility services, flags, replacement of instructional 
equipment, fire insurance, compensation of superin- 
tendent and his assistant, school committee and office, 
attendance officer and medical inspection. 

The unexpended balance of moneys raised by towns 
or received from the state for the above purposes shall 
be forwarded and credited to the same school resources 
for the ensuing year.” : 

The sum of the recommended budget for the school 
year 1954-55 exceeds the sum recommended for 1953- 
54 by $2,102.73. It becomes necessary to request such 
an increase because of the increased cost for instruc- 
tion as a result of the New Minimum Salary Law, ex- 
penditure for fire insurance, and increased tuition cost 
to Cherryfield Academy. 

For your information a schedule of the present 
minimum salary law for teachers is printed below. 

‘Each city, town, plantation and community school 
district shall employ only certified teachers and shall 
pay such teachers the minimum salaries as follows:

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There has been one change in the teaching staff at 
the elementary school. Mrs. Ina Cain resigned her 
position last spring, due to illness, and Mrs. Pauline 
Hartford filled that position for the remainder of the 
spring term. Mrs. Lois Gay was elected as a teacher 
for the 1953-54 school year. It would not be correct 
to say that Mrs. Gay is filling the position left vacant 
by Mrs. Cain because Mrs. Gay was not assigned to 
teach the same grades. 

There were two factors which made it advisable to 
change the grade assignment of the teaching staff. 
First, there was an unusually large entering class, and 
secondly, consideration was given to the field of inter- 
est and training of the teachers concerned. Thus the 
teachers were assigned to the grades as listed previous- 
ly in this report. 

The elementary teachers are capable and conscien- 
tious instructors. The common use of the term “‘teach- 
ing’ merely implies instruction in the fundamentals; 
however, the professional use of the term implies that 
such instruction is only one of the many valuable 
attributes of a good teacher. Your elementary teach- 
ers are, by reason of training and experience, profes- 
sional teachers. 

Any haziness of the foregoing interpretation on the 
part of you, the parent, would be dispelled should you 
visit the schoolrooms and observe, as I have, the stu- 
dent-interest being developed by means of student- 
teacher participation in meaningful work being vital- 
ized by projects, creative art and visual aids. 

Mr. J. Farrell King, as principal; the other elemen- 
tary teachers as co-workers; Mr. Vernon Thompson 
and Mr. Carroll Mayhew, as former and present cus- 
todians, respectively, are to be commended for the con- 
tinued maintenance of the excellent interior appear- 
ance of the school. 
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There is a definite need for improvement of the play- 
ground and playground equipment. The trustees 
planned to have some work done on the grounds this 
past fall, but unforeseen difficulties caused a necessary 
postponement of activity. 

It became necessary to obtain a complete new faculty 
at the academy for the current school year. Similar 
complete changes have often retarded progress and dis- 
rupted morale; however, such has not been the case 
at Cherryfield Academy. 

Fortunately, we were able to obtain the services of 
three teachers, each of whom has had valuable and 
successful experience in a chosen field. Mr. Delmar 
King, the principal, has a B.S. degree from Bowdoin 
College and nearly enough credit hours for an M.A. 
degree. Miss Agrandece Healey has a B.A. degree 
from Bates College and several earned hours towards 
an M.A. degree. Mrs. Charlotte Tucker is a graduate 
of Husson College with some earned credits at the Uni- 
versity of Maine. 

The hot lunch program is continuing to operate very 
successfully. The success of this project is due in 
some measure to each of the following factors: The 
efficiency of the cook, Mrs. Ada Mayhew, at planning 
and preparing appetizing meals; the volunteer helpers 
(parents, teachers and students) ; the high percentage 
of student participation; and the large amount of sur- 
plus foods being furnished by the government. 

In the January 15, 1954 issue of “Food Supplies & 


Markets’, a pamphlet issued by the U. S. Department. 


of Agriculture and which has a nation-wide distribu- 
tion, it is gratifying to note, under the heading “School 
Lunch Notebook—Maine,” that Cherryfield is the only 
town mentioned. A significant amount of space, more 
than half of one page of an eight-page pamphlet, is 
given over to publicizing the efficiency of the program.

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The author is high in her esteem for Mrs. Mayhew as 
a capable cook and a wise manager.

Neither space nor immediate memory will permit 
for individual recognition of each of the fine persons, 
who has in some manner aided in promoting the wel- 
fare of the school program. However, I do want to 
convey to this group collectively, the appreciation of 
the superintending school committee, trustees, admin- 
istrative officers and teachers for all such services ren- 
dered. 

Early last spring, the superintending school commit- 
tee made a study of the will of the late Amasa P. Wil- 
ley. The findings of this investigation indicated that 
the awarding of medals for the past several years had 
not conformed to the letter of the will. Therefore, the 
committee has revised the procedure to more nearly 
comply with the wording of the will. 

Beginning June 1954, there will be one award for the 
highest ranking pupil completing the work at the ele- 
mentary school, and one award to the highest ranking 
pupil completing a prescribed course of study at the 
Academy. 
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The medal will have the face of the donor on the 
front, also the year the bequeath was made, 1879. On 
the back of the medal will appear the name of the pupil 
and the date it is received. This procedure will very 
nearly conform with the desires of the donor as ex- 
pressed by him in a letter on file at the bank of the 
Union Trust Co. 

Provision is made in Chapter 37, Sections 180-A to 
180 I of the Revised Statutes for special instruction for 
physically handicapped children. Such a program is 
now operating in the case of Ronald 8S. Anderson of 
Cherryfield. 

Ronald is receiving instruction at his home. Mrs. 
Sylvia Adams is serving as the instructor. 

An accurate account is kept in the manner and on 
forms prescribed by the division of special education 
of all moneys paid for the maintenance of such classes. 
A report of disbursements is sent to the division of 
special education; whereupon the town is reimbursed 
for the excess cost of such education over and above the 
average per capita cost of educating normal children. 
However, such excess cost shall not exceed $200 per 
school year. 

Standardized Tests have been given this year at 
both the elementary and secondary levels. The tests 
are serving the purpose of acquainting the teachers 
with the potentialities and needs of the individual 
pupil. 

Regarding the safety of pupils being transported to 
school in buses, I have been advised by some bus driv- 
ers that there is a definite need for publicizing Section 
105-”, Chapter 19, of the Revised Statutes, which reads 
as follows—‘The driver of a vehicle on a way upon 
meeting or overtaking from either direction any school 
bus which has stopped on the way for the purpose of 
receiving or discharging any school children shall stop 
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the vehicle before reaching such school bus and shall 
not proceed until such school bus resumes motion, or 
until signaled by the school bus driver to proceed. Each 
motor vehicle, carrying the designation “School Bus,” 
shall conceal or remove such designation when such 
motor vehicle is used for any purpose other than 
transportation of pupils.” 

As of September 8, 1953 there were enrolled within 
the schools of the towns comprising Union No. 99 a 
total of 818 students. Of this number more than half 
(446) are availing themselves of the benefits which 
may be derived, in event of personal injury, from the 
Blanket School Child Accident Policy. The annual 
premium for this protection is $1.25 per child insured. 
During the year, claimants have collected sums rang- 
ing from $3 to $40. 

Tentative plans have been made for a Union No. 99 
Reading Work Conference to be held at the New Ele- 
mentary School at Cherryfield on April 5 & 6. 

Miss Jack, a reading specialist, of the Scott, Fores- 
man & Co. (publishers of our basic reading series) and 
several members of the Department of Education will 
serve us as consultants. 

At this in-service-training institute, teachers of 
reading, science, mathematics and what-all will be 
exposed to the newest approved methods and tech- 
niques of teaching children to read, not to teach read- 
ing to children. It is a must, due to the close correla- 
tion of reading to any other subject, that every teacher 
be a teacher of reading. 

The writer feels confident that such a “refresher 
course” will tend to increase the efficiency in the over- 
all school program to a degree that will more than 
compensate for the time lost for holding the confer- 
ence. 

I am very pleased to be able to report that the Ro- 
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tary Club is financing an extensive and very much 
worthwhile sight conservation program for the school 
children of the Towns of Cherryfield, Milbridge and 
Harrington. 

Each pupil will be carefully examined by a compe- 
tent optician, Dr. Roger Skinner, for defective vision 
and eye disease. A detailed chart for each individual 
child will be carefully marked and filed. The data ap- 
pearing on the charts will furnish Dr. Skinner with 
the information necessary for making an intelligent 
report on his findings to the Rotary Club. Following 
a study of said report, the Rotary Club will, insofar as 
financial ability will permit, further the project by fur- 
nishing pupils with glasses in certain cases. A report 
will be sent to a parent having a child in need of cor- 
rection. 

A word of appreciation should go to Dr. Skinner for 
his willingness to do this service at a nominal fee, also 
to Mr. Roland (Bud) Warren for having volunteered 
his services as an assistant to the doctor, and most cer- 
tainly, to the Rotary Club for having sponsored this 
very valuable service. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
members of the School committee, teachers, parents, 
school employees, citizens, and pupils for the fine spirit 
of cooperation accorded me during this past year.
